Dear Mr. Costello: 


The word phony and the words derived from it are so commonly used and 
so imbedded in our language that I believe it is important to have their 
etymology clarified. Although my research on the subject was published 
long ago (copy enclosed), I was stimulated to write you by an advertisement 
which recently appeared in a St. Louis newspaper using pf for f as a 
comic attention getter. The comic use of substitute for f, as you may 
know, is more than a century old in the United States, and I enclose 
one such early example of the use of ph for f from a St. Louis newspaper. 


The previously used derivation basis for phony from the word fawney is 
phony in my opinion and really has no support. Phony has never been 
known to be used in England or Ireland until it was long established 
by popular use in the United States. Fawney has never been spelled phawney 
and never pronounced phony. As phony as a three dollar bill is exclusively 


an American expression. In my article I have tried to show that the 
meaning of "funny" in "funny business" denotes deception, falsity, 
dishonesty or hanky-panky. It is used more for a sneaky act than for 
a major crime and has a derisive sense. To put humor into its use, the 
spelling for the reader and pronounciation for the listener were both 
slightly modified. As you know, both such changes have been made in 


the spelling and sound of other words such as sundae (formerly Sunday). 
The expression funny business has application to many situations and 
when phony developed it too expanded broadly. Why the expression funny 
business was taken out of Webster's 1907 dictionary in the next editions, 
I do not understand, as it was and still is extensively used. Does your 


file have any other plausible alternatives as to the origin of the word 
phony? 


I hope you will find my position worthy of sincere consideration.

Thank you very much for you informative letter of July 31, addressed to Mr. 
Costello, who is at present on vacation. 


Your article on the etymology of phony is extremely interesting. The 
derivation of the expression "as phony as a three dollar bill" is convincingly 
described. I am not sure, though, whether phoneticians would readily accept the 
development of phony from funny (as in funny business), though the semantic 
connection is very persuasive, and the use of ph for f is well attested in literature 
(for example the recent use of phreak for freak). On the other hand the standard 
derivation from fawney or fauny is, as you say, without evidence. 


I certainly believe that your suggestion deserves consideration and with this 
in mind I have sent a copy of your letter and article to our etymologist, Jim Rader. 


We greatly appreciate your taking the time to write to us and I shall forward 
your comments to Mr. Costello.

I believe I can improve the origin and meaning of the word PHONY or PHONEY 
in your dictionary and its relationship to the word FUNNY. I have just located the use of 
the spelling PHUN and PHUNNIEST on p. 14 of January 7, 1865 Harper’s Weekly and 
feel it strengthens the development of PHONY or PHONEY from funny. 

This slang phrase is not new to me as I wrote an article in the August 1974, The 
Numismatist entitled “Ais Phony as a Three Dollar Bill”. I have enclosed a copy and 
perhaps you or a predecessor have read it. I will not repeat the material included in the 
enclosed article. I also corresponded with your department in 1990. 

A copy of the newly found Harper’s insertion is the earliest use I have located 
where the word FUN and FUNNIEST in the 19” century is comically spelled with a PH. 
It is in the advertisement section but has no advertiser’s name and seems to be a filler for 
make-up. 

In your prior dictionaries there are two distinct meanings of “funny”, the first 
being “comical, amusing, etc.” and the second being “ strange, queer, odd, etc.” Out of 
the second meaning I believe came the expressiom “funny business” in which the 
meaning is expanded to include improper, fraudulent or fake matters, etc. The slight 
change in spelling and in pronunciation to emphasize the humorous aspects of those 
matters was a common prior practice and has developed into a rhyming compound such 
as phoney-baloney (similar to hanky panky, etc.). This is already in your dictionary. 

I also have located the humorous spelling change of a fancy female fight to 
PHANCY PHEMALE PHIGHT in the Missouri Republican newspaper of October 25, 
1859, p. 3, column 5. 

I am sincerely convinced that phony or phoney resulted from a slight comic 
change in the spelling and pronunciation of the word funny to phoney or phony. I believe 
the Irish or English deriwation previously quoted about a brass ring trick is without any 
American background or use and should be discarded. 

I shall be glad to try to furnish any further data or thinking to you. I have tried in 
the past to help clear up this fascinating and often used word in our language and hope I 
have been somewhat comvincing.
